This 
was the ceremony of laying the 
foundation-stone of the proposed 
institution for the deaf and dumb, 
and additional sotort was lent to the 
proceedings in oontequenoe of Her 
Grace the Ducheas of Devonshire 
haying promised to take the principal 
part in this important ami memorable 
Function. Her Grace vras accompan- 
ied by the noble Duke, her husband, 
Lord-Lieutenant of the County and 
Lord High Steward of the Derby 

Corporation, "ami as this wart the first 

public funotiofl she bad undertaken 
in Derbyshire her kindness and 
eiousness were greatly appreciated, 
That- the movement was worthy of her 
assistanoe and approval will be apparent 
from the highly-important and exceed 
ingly raluaole results already aohiev 

cd. The work commenced in a very 

■mall and unpretentious way nearly 
twenty years ago, but it lias since so 
commended itself to the support of 

the charitable that the institution has 

become one of the most important in 
Derbyshire. The founder of it was 
Mr. \V. It. Hoe, die presentable and 
indefatigable head master, lie com 

menced the work in the year I 
-At that time he was following his 

ordinary avocation, but he 

deeply impressed with the pitiable 
condition of the deaf and dumb that 

he determined to bain them, He 
oordingly devoted the whole of his 

as well as his Sundays, to 

promoting the religious and mat 

welfare of this unforl unatc class of 
our fellow-creatures. His gratuitous 

and lelf-saorifloing labours soon gain- 
ad their reward, rot he had the I 

notion of seeing many excellent re- 
suits of them. Gradually the number 

of his pupils increased, and he gather 
ml round him many charitably dil | 

,,,| and philanthropic persons, who 

lent him their countenance and aid. 
Then the work g"8W SO rapidly that 

he had to relinquish his ordinary em 

plovment and entirely devote him 
which he has done so nobly, to Ihc 

,1 object of his life. Since his 
marriage, also he has been zealously 
assisted by Mrs. Hoe, who has been 

al helpmate to him ill his philan 

thropic undertaking, Prom the out 

l he work has been of a, twofold 
character, viz., t he't raining and eduoS 
lion of children, and mission work 
amongst adults.

itis designed t<> accommodate ion 
children (60 boys and 40 girls), with 
the necessary teaching staff and ser- 
vants. The architectural style is a 
free treatment of the English rcuais- 
prevaUing during the latter part 

of the seventeenth century, but the 
original design has been slightly 
modified to reduce the cost. The 

building is divided into four distinct 
blocks, viz: — The Central Blook with 
Girls' Wing on the east, Hoys' Wine 
on the west, all fronting Friai 

and the Administrative Hlock al the 

back; the whole making one compact 

building. There are broad corridors 
on each thiol, oxtcn itudilially 

through the central block and joining 

the tWO wings.

water pipes. The ventilation of the 
building generally has been carefully 
considered, fresh air inlet tubes are 
introduced where required, and the 

outlet flues will be constructed in the 

tower. Cross ventilation is obtained 
in all the principal rooms by opposite 
windows. Special attention has been 

given to the drainage scheme which 

is on the most approved system and 
will allow of a complete examination 
ry drain throughout the build- 
ing being made within an hour. The 
drains oan be flushed through from 
Ihe various manholes, and the whole 

system will he under immediate In- 
spection. Th<' main drain is cut off 
from the sewer by an intercepting 
chamber. The system is properly 

Ventilated bj fresh air inlet tubes and 
foul air extraction pipes, which rist^ 
about two feet above 'he roofs. This 
secures a through current id' pure air, 
admitted al the lowest and extracted 
at I he highest ends. 

The institution is designed so that 
the sexes will be entirely separate, 
and the children will not be able to 
traverse the front entrance or central 
block without detection. The head 

r's residence being placed in the 

middle of the central block gives him 

perfpot supervision of the whole of 

the building. The material to be used 

throughout the building will be the 
of its respective kinds. The 
architect . after careful consideration, 
has selected the best red pressed fae- 
ine- bricks for the front, and Darlev 
Dale stone for the dressings; the roof 
will be of best IVlirhyn 
slate.

It wan a 
good Thanksgiving I>ay story, but. un 
fortunately for hia purposes, the family all 
understand the sign manual and saw at a 
glance that no deaf mute could have written 
such a letter. It was full of grammatical 
mistakes that a deaf-mute would never 
make. 

The. document was returned to hi in with 
the information in the sign language that 
Principal Williams at the asylum would 
look out for him if he would go there. The 
man continued to work his fingers rapidly 
and flourish his hand, but made only one or 
two of the simplest letters. The rest wiih 
nothing but motions cleverly designed to 
one who didn't know the lager 
alphabet. Miss Williams talked t 
aloud a moment, but could not betray him 
into showing that lie understood, lie hi 
probably an out arid out Impostor, for no 
grown deaf-mate is so utterly ignorant of 
the language and of the use of natural signs 
as this man was. Any deaf-u 
cornea to tho city is at once directed to Prin- 
cipal Williams and is freely provided for by 
him. 

The man was of medium size and wore 
overalls and a short coat. lie could not 
have struck on a more unlikely family to 
" work " than he did yestsrday.
